Sec. 6-305. Renting notor vehicle to another.

(a) No person shall rent a notor vehicle to any other
person wunless the latter person, or a driver designated by a
nondriver with disabilities and neeting any mnimum age and
driver's record requirenents that are uniformy applied by
the person renting a notor vehicle, is then duly |Ilicensed
hereunder or, in the case of a nonresident, then duly
licensed under the laws of the State or country of his
residence unless the State or country of his residence does
not require that a driver be |icensed.

(b) No person shall rent a notor vehicle to another
until he has inspected the drivers license of the person to
whomthe vehicle is to be rented, or by whom it is to be

driven, and conpared and verified the signature thereon with
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the signature of such person witten in his presence unless,
in the case of a nonresident, the State or country wherein
the nonresident resides does not require that a driver be
i censed.

(c) No person shall rent a notorcycle to another unless
the latter person is then duly licensed hereunder as a
motorcycle operator, and in the case of a nonresident, then
duly licensed under the laws of the State or country of his
residence, unless the State or country of his residence does
not require that a driver be |icensed.

(f) Any person who rents a notor vehicle to another
shall only advertise, quote, and charge a rental rate that
i ncludes the entire anmbunt except taxes and a m | eage charge,
if any, which a renter nust pay to hire or |ease the vehicle
for the period of time to which the rental rate applies.
Such person shall not charge in addition to the rental rate,
taxes, and mleage charge, if any, any fee which nust be paid
by the renter as a condition of hiring or leasing the
vehicle, such as, but not I|imted to, required fuel or
airport surcharges, nor any fee for transporting the renter
to the |l ocation where the rented vehicle will be delivered to
the renter. |In addition to the rental rate, taxes, and
m | eage charge, if any, such person may charge for an item or
service provided in connection wth a particular rental
transaction if the renter can avoid incurring the charge by
choosing not to obtain or wutilize the optional itemor
service. |Itens and services for which such person may inpose
an additional <charge include, but are not I|imted to,
optional insurance and accessories requested by the renter,
service charges incident to the renter's optional return of
the vehicle to a location other than the |ocation where the

vehicle was hired or |eased, and charges for refueling the
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vehicle at the conclusion of the rental transaction in the
event the renter did not return the vehicle with as nmuch fuel
as was in the fuel tank at the beginning of the rental.

(g) Every person renting a notor vehicle to another
shal |l keep a record of the registration nunber of the notor
vehicle so rented, the nanme and address of the person to whom
the wvehicle is rented, the nunber of the license, if any, of
said latter person, and the date and place when and where the
license, if any, was issued. Such record shall be open to
inspection by any police officer or designated agent of the
Secretary of State.

(h) A person licensed as a new car deal er under Section
5-101 of this Code shall not be subject to the provisions of
this Section regarding the rental of private passenger notor
vehi cl es when providing, free of charge, tenporary substitute
vehicles for <custonmers to operate during a period when a
custoner's vehicle, which is either | eased or owned by that
custoner, 1is being repaired, serviced, replaced or otherw se

made unavailable to the <custoner in accordance wth an

agreenent with the licensed new car dealer or vehicle
manuf act ur er, so long as the custoner orally or in witing
is made aware that the tenporary substitute vehicle wll be

covered by his or her insurance policy and the custoner shall
only be liable to the extent of any anmpunt deductible from
such insurance coverage in accordance with the terns of the
policy.

(1) This Section, except the requirenents of subsection
(g), also applies to rental agreenments of 30 continuous days
or less involving a notor vehicle that was delivered by an
out of State person or business to a renter in this State.

(j]) A public airport nmay, if approved by its |ocal

governnent corporate authorities or its airport authority,

i mpose a custoner facility charge upon custoners of rental

car conpanies for the purposes of financing, designing,
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constructing, operating, and maintaining consolidated car

rental facilities and conmbn use transportati on equi pnent and

facilities, which are used to transport the custoner,

connecting consolidated car rental facilities wth other

airport facilities.

Notwi t hstandi ng subsection (f) of this Section, the

custoner facility charge shall be collected by the rental car

conpany as a separate charge, and clearly indicated as a

separate charge on the rental agreenent and invoice. Facility

charges shall be imedi ately deposited into a trust account

for the benefit of the airport and renitted at the direction

of the airport, but not nore often than once per nonth. The

charge shall be unifornly calculated on a per-contract or

per-day basis. Facility charges inposed by the airport nnay

not exceed the reasonable <costs of financing, designing,

constructing, operating, and maintai ning the consolidated car

rental facilities and conmbn use transportati on equi pnent and

facilities and may not be used for any other purpose.

Not wi t hst andi ng any other provision of law, the charges

collected wunder this Section are not subject to retailer

occupation, sales, use, or transaction taxes.

(k) Wien a rental car conpany states a rental rate in

any of its rate advertisenments, its proprietary conputer

reservati on systens, or its in-person quotations intended to

apply to an airport rental, a conpany that collects fromits

custoners a custoner facility charge for that rental under

subsection (j) shall do all of the follow ng:

(1) dearly and conspicuously disclose in any

radi o, t el evi si on, or ot her el ectronic medi a

adverti senents the exi stence and anount of the charqge if

t he advertisenent is intended for rentals at an airport

imposing the <charge or, if the adverti senent covers an

area wth nultiple airports with different charqges, a

range of ampunts of custoner facility charges if the

(3) dearly and conspi cuousl y di scl ose t he

exi stence and anount of the charge in any tel ephonic,

i n-person, or conmputer-transnmitted quotation from the

rent al car conpany's proprietary conputer reservation

systemat the tine of making an initi al quotation of a

rent al rate if the quotation is made by a rental car

conpany |l ocation at an airport inposing the charge and at

the tine of making a reservation of a rental car if the

reservation is made by a rental car conpany |ocation at

an airport inposing the charge.

(4) Cdearly and conspi cuously display the charge in

any proprietary conput er - assi st ed reservation or

transaction directly between the rental car conpany and

the customer, shown or referenced on the sanme page on the

conputer screen viewed by the custoner as the displayed

rent al rate and in a print size not smaller than the

print size of the rental rate.

(5) dearly and conspi cuousl y di scl ose and

separately identify the existence and anmpunt of the

charge on its rental agreenent.

(6) Arental car conpany that «collects from its

custoners a custoner facility charge under subsection ()

and engages in a practice which does not conmply with

subsections (f), (j), and (k) commits an unl awf ul
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practice within the neaning of the Consuner Fraud and

Decepti ve Busi ness Practices Act.
